ent points on the high seas and observation stations 
on the land be established. International co-opera- 
tion is also considered of the utmost importance. 











THE epitome in one volume of James’s five yol- 
umes, ‘‘ Naval History,” edited by Robert O'Byrne, 
has been issued by Allen and Co. British defeats 
have been culled out, and only the naval actions 
for which a medal has been struck or a clasp issued 
are retained. This leads the Army and Navy 
Gazette to say: ‘‘The Admiralty might do worse 
than add this volume to ships’ libraries, where it 1s 
likely to have a greater number of readers than the 
authentic but rather cumbrous work of which it is 
the most recent edition. Only one doubt arises in 
our mind on the subject, whether it is not our de- 
feats rather than our victories which it is now most 
expedient to circulate in the country. Are we not 
living in a fool's paradise on the strength of our 
naval glories in the past, and would it not be wiser 
to show that maladministration and neglect have 
frequently in times gone by led to disaster and 
catastrophe ?” 


We note the new regulation (G. O. 77, A. G. O., 
Oct. 6, 1888) published this week, directing that 
hereafter when charges preferred against enlisted 
men are forwarded to the authority competent to 
order a General Court-martial for their trial, they 
be accompanied by statements showing dates of 
enlistment, former terms of service, together with 
the character of their discharges and the dates of 
confinement of the accused for the offences covered 
by such charges. As these statements are to be re- 
turned to the convening authority, with the 
records of the proceedings, their value in connec- 
tion with the degisions to be made by that author- 
ity will readily be appreciated. The commanding 
General of the Army during his many years of ser- 
vice as a Department and Division commander has 
always given his close personal attention to all 
Court-martial cases coming within his jurisdiction 
and the new regulation supplies a want which his 
experience has made apparent to him. 














THE Navy Department has taken no action as yet 
upon the numerous requests from State colleges for 
assignment of naval officers in accordance with the 
recent act of Congress increasing the detail for 
college duty. If any details are made from the 
Navy, it is presumed that they will be from the line 
as it was the evident intention of the author of the 
amendment adding 10 naval officers to the 25 
engineers previously allowed by law, that they 
should: be from this branch of the Service. The 
scarcity of young naval officers for sea duty may 
prompt the Secretary to deny many, if not all, the 
requests. At any rate, it is not expeeted that he 
will favor the detail of the full quota allowed by 





law. Of the 50 Army officers authorized all but 
five are now assigned. The law requires that pres 
ference be given to agricultural colleges. The re- 
port of the Chief of the Bureau of Education shows 
48 colleges of this character, of which number 18 
are without officers. It is clear they cannot all be 
supplied without taking from institutions other 
than agricultural colleges the officers now assigned 
to them, unless the Secretary of the Navy should 
conclude to allow the full number of Navy officers 
authorized. According to the last report of the 
Bureau of Education, the following are the colleges 
which are entitled but have not yet been granted 
officers : State Agricultural Colleges at Fort Collins, 
Col.; Lake City, Fla.; Athens, Ga.; Cuthbert, Ga.; 
Hamilton, Ga.; Milledgeville, Ga.; Thomasville, 
Ga.; Ames, Iowa; Baton Rouge, La.; Rodney, 
Miss.; Hanover, N. H.; Corvallis, Ore.; Sheffield 
Scientific School, New Haven, Ot.; Agricultural 
Department of Delaware College, Newark, Del.; 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Boston; 
Missouri Schools of Mines and Meta!lurgy, Rolla, 
Mo.; Agricultural and Scientific Department of 
Brown University, Providence, R. I.; Claflin Uni- 
versity, Orangeburgh, 8. O., and Hampton Normal 
and Agricultural Institute, Hampton, Va. 








THESE being the days of ‘‘ reorganization and re- 
form,” the Royal Marines of Great Britain are com- 
ing in for a share of attention. According toa 
writer in the Horse Guards Gazette their value in 
the past cannot be denied, neither the fact that at 
present they are a splendid naval auxiliary, but the 
important question, ‘‘ Is the Marine of the Navy or 
of the Army?” must be met. To look at him, says 
this writer, he is certainly part and parcel of the 
land forces. He takes part in field days on shore, 
and is under the Mutiny Act while in barracks, But 
immediately he is embarked he becomes part and 
parcel of the fleet, and is put under the Naval Dis- 
cipline Act. This amphibiosity is deemed to have a 
demoralizing effect upon the Marine and he is held 
excusable if he cannot quite make up his mind 
whether be be fish or flesh. But it is certain the 
Navy does not require the pipe-clayed, helmetted 
and be-buckled Marine as he now exists. In the old 
impressment lays trained soldiers on board ship were 
a necessity, but now the seamen of the British 
Navy, it isclaimed, are as obedient to command as 
any Marine of to-day. Summing up the case the 
writer says: ‘‘The corps is composed of splendid 
men, fit for any work, and well worth their annual 
cost tothe country, but they cost more than they 
are worth to the Navy. Provided for as they are in 
the Navy Estimates, we find them called upon by 
the Army whenever difficult and disagreeable work 
has to be undertaken. Whether it be fightinga 
savage African tribe or quelling Orofter disturb- 
ances, it is the Marine who is called upon to do it, 
Little does he get for these efforts—neither honors 
nor rewards. But when the little expedition in 
which he has borne the barthen becomes a war, 
then the land forces come to the front, and the Ma- 
rine is set aside. His life on board ship also is not 
all peace and happiness, for he is looked upon as @ 
man who knows just enough to be handy, but not 
enough to be really useful. He is therefore appro- 
priated for numerous odd jobs, which take from his 
dignity, and often deprive him of the smartness he 
had instilled into him in barracks. Altogether the 
gallant Marine is too much a soldier for the Navy» 
and not quite soldier enough for the Army,”

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RECENT DEATHS, 


Brever Mayor Freperick F. WHITEHEAD, Cap- 
tain in the Subsistence Department, U. 3. A., died 
in Washington, D. C., Oct. 14. At the time of his 
death he was in charge of the Subsistence Depot at 
Washington. Major Whitehead was born in New 
York, and when the war broke out was living in 
Missouri. In May, 1861, he joined the Ist Missouri 
Volunceers as a volunteer private, and on Aug. 21, 
1861, was appointed 1st Ineutenant 7th Missouri Lu- 
fautry, and mustered out in May, 1863, to accept the 
appointment of captain and assistant adjutant- 
general. In this position he served until September, 
1365, when be was muatered out, and July 28, 1866, 
was appointed Ist Lieutenant 18th U. 8. Infantry. 
On April 14, 1875, he was appointed a commissary of 
subsistence with the rank of captain. During the 
war he served with gallantry and efficiency, and 
was present in many engagements. For his gal- 
lantry at Champion Hill and Vicksburg he received 
the brevets of captain and majorin the Regular 
Army, and for bis faithful and meritorious services 
during the campaign in Georgia and the Carolinas 
the brevet of major of volunteers. The funeral took 
place Oct. 16, the remains being interred in the Ar- 
lipgton National Cemetery. A detachment of art- 
illery from Washington Barracks acted as body 
bearers, and the following were among the pall- 
bearers: Gen. Dandy, Cols. Du Barry and Gilman, 
Majs. Gilliss, Tucker and Schwan. 

Last week we briefly referred to the death, Oct. 
12, at Orange, N. J., of Lieut.-Col. George W. Wal- 
lace, U.S. Arwy, retired. Col.Wallace was a veteran. 
July 1, 1839, he was appoiuted 2d lieutenant of the 
1st Infantry, promoted 1st lieutenant, March 1, 1844, 
captain, June 10, 1850, major, 6th Infantry, Jan. 10, 
1862, lieut.-colonel, 12th Infantry, March 15, 1866, and 
retired on that date at his own request.

SEAMEN SERVING BEYOND ENLISTMENT. 


Szoconp Comptroller Butler bas made a decision 
respecting the detention of seamen in the Navy 
serving on foreign stations beyond their terms of 
enlistment. Prior to 1884, the acrounting officer 
had beld.for nearly fifty years,that when a comman 
diug officer certified that a seaman bad been detain 
ed at a foreign station beyond the term of bis enlist- 
ment for the public interests such seaman was entitl- 
ed to one-fourth additional pay. Comptroller Upton, 
in 1884, so modified this Jong continued ruling as to 
preclude sailors returning bome from receiving the 
one-fourth additional pay. Comptroller Butler 
holds thatthe original and long established ruling 
sbould be re-adopted, and the decision of 1884 over- 
ruled. Section 1422, Revised Statutes, provides that 
all seamen, eo desiring, shall, upon the expiration 
of their terms of enlistment, be sent from a foreign 
station to the home port of enlistment, unless the 
commanding officer deems it essential for the pub- 
lic interest to detain them, in which case they shall 
receive an addition of one-fourth of their former 
pay. Section 1423 subjects a seaman so detained to 
a)l the laws and regulations of the Navy. The de- 
cision of the Supreme Court in Wilkes v, Dinsman 
is referred to wherein it was held thst an enlisted 
man io the Navy who re-eulisted for the balance 
ofa cruise was subjectto tbhesame penalties and 
liabilities under bis re-enlistment as under his first 
enlistment. “it makes no difference,” says the 
Com ptrceller, “whether seamen are re-enlisted or de- 
tained; they have to do the same work and are sub- 
_ to exactly the same penalties and liabilities as 

bey were serving under their origiuval enlistment.” 
Hence, the Comptroller bolds, that seamen, so 
bound and detained, should receive corresponding 
benefits in’ the shape of such emoluments as the 
statutes provide for the additional service during 
detention.. Tbe distinction made in the decision 
of 1884, the Comrtroller regards as fictitious, and 
adds: * The accounting officers cannot go imto all 
the minute details of a ship’s cruise to see just what 
were the motives governing the actions of its com- 
manding officer. The enlisted man whose term 
expires one day after bis ship leaves port would 
,ge2m to deserveas much consideration as the man 
whose term expired the day before sailing. The 
detention of tbe men is subordinated to the move- 
ments of ship,and men are entitled jo their one 
fourth additional, when their enlistment expires 
on the return if the commanding officer 
certifies that the detention was for the public 
interest,”

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


A military correspondent of the London Times 
says of the general effect of the experiments with 
the Lee rifle: ** As may he easily imagined, with an 
experimental weapon with which the men are not 
familiar, there were one or two little, very little, 
failures, and none whicb would have been of impor 
tance on service. On two or tbree occasions there 
wasaslight difficulty in extracting the empty car- 
triuge. This was owing to the fact that the men did 
not strike the bandle—when they found it stiff—a 
sherp enough blow, and one in the required direc- 
tion. Lsaw Col. Slade take two or three of these 
‘sticking’ rifles and put them right in a vouple of 
seconds. A cartridge failed to explode owing to the 
cap being pierced and baviog affected the striker. 
That rifie was also put to rigbts 10 a couple of min- 
utes without instruments. The great difficulty bas 
been bitherto with the ammunition. The cartridges 
fired have been the * Rubin,’ manufactured at Thun, 
in Switzerland, and the factury is not on a suffici- 
ently large scale to ensure uniform excellence. At 
last our own establishment has manufactured 
a cartridge which premises to be successful. 
The cartridge which has been approved of 
by the committee will have a reduced rim 
and a shallow groove-in the case to make 
up for tbe reduction and enable the extractor to 
work. This alteration will permit eight cartridges 
to be carried 1n the magszine. A slight alteration io 
the process of effecting extraction bas also been de- 
cided on. There is a ring in the Rubini cartridge by 
which the bullet ie attached to the cartridge. Ibis 
ripg sometimes causes the cartridges to stick. The 
new pattern cartridge will be bottle necked, which 
will remove this defect. It bas not yet been finally 
decided whetber the casing, or envelope, as it may 
be called, of toe bullet isto be of nickel, soldered on 
by the process of the Lorenz Company, or steel. It 
has been found tbat steel does pot injure the 
grooves, and probably tLe difficulty of rust can be 
overcome; but there remains the question ot sold- 
ering, apd for this reason the nickel has a good 
chance of beating its rival. The dial sight is asimple 
and mosteffective invention, saving thesoldier from 
baving to elongate his neck er when firing 
with a greatelevation. It consists of a dial-plate 
and a hand on the left of the barrel, the hand being 
turned till it is opposite the distance at which it is 
desired to fre. In fact, simplicity 1s the chief char- 
acteristic of the newrifle. Another improvement 
decided on is the waking a groove for the left hand. 
The shooting capacity of the new rifle is found to be 
good, the increased velocity and low trajectory 
compensating for difficulties with cross winds. The 
pistol grip 1s largely improved, and itis found that 
the rifle can be brougbt well on to the shoulder.”’ 

At Aldershot, Sept. 22, a detachment was stationed 
at 1,000 yards from the targets, which represented a 
battalion of eight companies front in column, ex- 
tending 40 yards. After tentative fires tbe firin 
partv was moved back, consecutively, to 2,000, 2,4 
and 2,800 yards. The firing was in a valley and tve 
windage was moderate. The results are expressed 
in hits upon the target, though they do not indicate 


the penetration. They are reported as fellows:

The French Government, since Col. Gras returned 
from his visit to this country, carrying home with 
bim American machines and provesses, has pushed 
the manufacture of the Lebel rifle very rapidly. A 
recent Paris exchange states that ‘300 new machines 
with special tools have been purchased by order of 
the Minister of War. By the lst of November we 
will bave 8,200 machines in motion, of which 5,000 
are at Suint Etienne, 2,000 at Chatellerault, and 1,200 
st Toul; the three armories will have an output of 
1,000 per day by the begiuning of winter.” (This 
must be an error—the production should be much 
larger from such a plaor.) ** 580,000 rifles of 8 mille- 
metres calibre are already issued or ia the arsenals. 
The mavufacture ot cartridges is likewise to be in- 
creased, our stock alrealy being 5,000 cartridges for 
each rifle. On Nov.1 all the arms. model of 1874, 
will bave been re.ired from the active army, and 
by April 1, the manufacturers having turned out 
1,200,000 small calibre rifics, tne rearmament of the 
territorial army will have been finished, in its turn. 
Thus, less tban thirty months will be ample to com- 
plete the work,so0 very considerable, to which Gens. 
Gras, Tramond, and Luzeux and Col. Lebel con- 
jointly gave their names.” 





In his article on American Machine Cannon and 
namite Guos in the Century for October 
Lieutenant William R. Hamilton, United States 
Army, says: “Although a great deal has been 
said about the failure of Americans to turn out 
heavy guns equal to those of the same calibre 
made abroad, yet the 8 in. rifles in the Navy and the 
new 12in. rifled mortar or howitzer made by the 
U.S. A. Ordnance Department, certainly are the 
euperiors of guns ot their calibre the world over. 
The latter guo has a valibre of 12 ins., is rifled, and 
fires a 630 pound shel! with 35 pounds of powder. It 
has been fired at angles of from 30 Jag. to 75 deg. 
elevation, and at 60 deg. gave a range of 53¢ miles. 
Moreover, this range is accurate; that is, if a space 
the size of a vessel of war be marked off. five out 
of every seven shots would fall citber on the decks 
or pear enough seriously to injure her at this 
range. 


An Albany despatch says: “‘ When the $700,000 ap- 
propriated for the construction of suitable build- 
ings and necessary macbinery for turuing out heavy 
guns at the Watervliet Arsenal is available about 
500 men will be empioyed. The work on the build-

ation to health of many who otherwise would have 
to be discharged; you are therefore requested, be- 
fore taking final action upon certificates of disa- 
bility in cases that might be benefited by treatment 
in the Army and Navy General Hospital at Hot 
Springs, to make the formal application required 
by Regulations for the admission of the soldier to 
that hospital. Theattention of medical officers will 
be invited to A, R. 2304, and ip cases where discharge 
is not imperatively demanded, er when there is 
reason to believe that benefit would result from a 
charge of surroundiug, will request the transfer of 
the soldier to the mihtary hospital nearest the med- 
ical director’s station, where the nature of his case 
may be determined and, if necessary, his personal 
observation given, before finaliy recommending 
discharge. In cases where permanent benefit may 
be expected from a change of climate, the 
will be forwarded to the 8S. G. O., with recommen: 
dation as to locality,etc. A record of the cases thus 
transferred, with report of resulis, will be trans- 
mitted at the end of each calendar year.”

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MARCH OF McCOOK'S COMMAND. 


Oct. 13, 1888. 


THE practice merch to Topeka and return is over; 
the troops have gotten back into their barracks and 
the usual routine of garrison duty has been re- 
sumed. Officers and men areino excellent spirits, all 
are looking much better and feel greatly benefited 
by the march. The column was a very respectable 
one in size; it is needless to remark it was so in 
every other respect. Four companies of infantry, 
under Major Kline of the 24th, with Mr. Atkinson of 
the 6th, as adjutant: Davis's company of the l4th, 
McArthur’s of the 13th, Shindel’s of the 6th, and 
Lloyd’s of the 18th. Attached to these companies 
were lst Lieutenants Patterson, Nickerson, Haden 
and Miner, and 2d Lieutenants Baker. Beckurts, 
Benjamin, Burnham, Gurovits, Johnson, Koops, 
McCaskey, McIntyre, Reichmann, Root, Sebon, E. V. 
Smith and J. EB. Wilson, of the U.S. Infantry and 
Cavalry School. Four troops of cavalry, under 
command of Captain Rafferty, 6th Cavalry; Carr’s 
troop of the Ist, with Ist Lieut. Eggleston and 2d 
Lieuts. Macdonuld and Robins; Moore’s troop of the 
9b, with 2d Lieuts. Brown and Koebler; Rafferty’s 
troop of the 6th, commanded by ist Lieut. Block- 
som, with 2d Lieuts. Bryan and Beach; Babcock’s 
troop of the 5th, commanded by Ist Lieut. Almy, 
with 2d Lieuts. Farber and Haines. Finley, of the 
9th, so well known, of fine figure and splendid voice, 
was adjutant of the cavalry battalion. Col. Wood- 
ruff, Art., with bis battery (‘* cannons’’ that were 
the admiration of all Kansas) bad only one officer 
with bim, Ist Lieut.

Travelling in asouth westerly direction, the column 
trailing out from abhalf mile to a mile in length, 
marched at its ease and convenience across 60 miles 
of one of the finest farming regions im the world. 

Farm houses, churches and schools were plentiful, 
orchards, rdens and beautiful pastures every- 
where; children at every fence corner, gate and 
window. 1 was careful,and 1 never couuted less 
than five boys and girls atany farm house, the aver- 
age was seven, and at many | counted 14. (Why not 
stop emigration now ?) 

They will make good citizens by ard bye. Their 
patriotic parents had provided them with little flags 
which they waved in welcome to us as we passed by 
and as we did so it was with the reflection that the 
youthful mind was being taught how “ to shoot” iv 
tbese parts. Nearly all the country marched over 
was once a rolling barren, (saving grass) prairie. 
Now it is dotted with groves of maple, cottonwood 
and oak whithersoever the eye is turned. There were 
several officers of long service in the command, but 
only one had known this country in those days long 
before the war which now possess such a romantic 
interest for the younger officers of the Army. Gen. 
McCook bad marched over the Sauta Fe route % 
years ago as a 2d lieutenant, more than once, too. 
Grasping for a moment a scenic detail of 30 years of 
the hfe of this man it may vot be difficult to under- 
stand the lively uppreciation of bis remarks here 
and there on the route bad by an officer youug 
enough to be his son. There was one thing conspic- 
uous all along the route and that was that a large 
proportion of the farmers of Kansas were ex-Univon 
soldiers and thata large majority of them bad be- 
longed to McCook’s corps. That he is popular with 
them does pot express the idea. There is no mis- 
takiug what 1 have observed on thistrip. If McCook 
were a citizen of Kansas there 1s no office in the 
State thateven Jobn J. Ingalls would compete for 
against him, if he signified his wish forit. I can say 
I bave beea in a position to give an opinion respect- 
ing the State of Kansas. I think I have seen about 
all of it. The people were all there at Topeka. 

The wide, sandy Kaneas river splits Topeka in 
two, the‘ North”’ and the “South,” but 1am not 
certain which is the better; both will be credited for 
their enterprise and beauty, but “South Topeka” is 
much the largest. Kansas avenue, however, belongs 
to both sectious. It reminded one of Pennsylvania 
avenuein Washineton. 1 think it isa better one; 
indeed, without a rival on the continent. 

At the head or tail of it, I presume, it may de put 
either way, but it was atthe north end of it, the 
command from Fort Leavenworth was assembled 
and, with the customary pone of police, city 
council, mayor, etc., our 6th Infantry band at the 
head, we ed up the avenue. lags, streani- 
ers, bunting, miles of it, covered every structure 
and there are many handsome buildings in Topeka.

R. B. Forpes writes to the Boston Advertiser giv- 
ing the facts concerning the ~agages of the James- 
town and Macedonian to the relief of Ireland in 1847. 
Tbe joiut resolution of Congress proving the 
sbips was passed on March 3. Mr. Forbes says: “The 
Jamestown was filled with supplies and sailed under 
my command, on Sunday, March 28, and reiurned 
to the navy-yard «np Sunday, May 16, just seven 
weeks absent. Captain DeKay still remuined at 
anchor off the Battery, New York, with about 2,500 
barrels of supplies on board,a crew of about 100 
souls,a pennant at thy masthead, and more or less 
display of gold lace! So the Boston relief com- 
mittee took bold to expedite matters, and a month 
later the Macedonian was off, first hauling down a 
flag made by the ladies of Boston, which it was 
stipulated that she should carry, and which had 
been carried by the Jamestown. The voyages of the 
ships were in very strong contrast. That of the 
Jamestown cost the relief committee nothing; that 
of the Macedonian cost Captain DeKay over $30,006, 
aud I may say bis life also, for he di at Washing- 
ton after procuring a grant from Congress of some 
$24,000 to pay part of bis expenses. I believe that 
his widow subsequently procured some $8,000 more.”’ 

Tue line of interior waterways to which the cruise 
of Admiral Lucein the Vixen calls attention, is that 
reported upon by a Board of Army and Navy offi- 
cers, convened about four yeurs ugo to considera 
resolution of inquiry upon the subject which has 
been passed by the House: Commencing in the bay 
north of Cape Cod, it would cross that narrow neck 
into Buzzard’s Bay, to follow thence the line of 
Long Island Sound to New York Harbor; thence by 
canul across the State of New Jersey to deep water 
in the Delaware River or Bay; thence by a conven- 
ient line across the peninsula between the Chesa- 

eake and Delaware Bays; down the Chesapeake 

ay and up the Elizabeth River, and by canal and 
river into and through the sounds that border the 
coasts of Virginia and North Carolina, following 
this general direction to some point on Cape Fear 
River. Thence the line would continue to the coast 
of Florida by canal, rivers, sounds, and the channels 
along and in the rear of the islands that belt the 
southern portion of this coast; svross the peninsula 
of Florida by canal, or by riverand canal, to the 
Gulf of Mexico, then to enter and follow the al- 
most unbroken chain of sounds, bays and lagoons 
along the coast of that gulf to the delta of the Mis- 
sissippi, and thence by the same general route along 
the low coasts of Louisiana and Texas to the mouth 
of the Rio Grande.

C. Ducat, J. W. Fuller, Lewis Merrill, U. 8. A.; J. J. 
Milbau, R. 1). Mussey, J. Marshall Brown and Cols. 

. D Bentley, T. L. Livermore, A. A. Rand, 
William C, bureb, and Charlies W. Davis; 
Major Wm. P. Huxford, U.S. A.; Pay Directors J. 
W. Cunniagham, and Alex. W. Russell, U.S. N.; 
Capts. W. R. Hodges and Edgar R. Van Winkle. The 
chief business in order was the selection of Sheridan’s 
successor. Ex-President Hayes was chosen Com- 
mander-in-Chief unanimously and witbout debate. 
This left a vacancy 10 the office ef Senior Vice Com- 
mander, to which Senator Joseph R. Hawley, Junior 
Vice Commander, was promoted with equal unan- 
imity. The question as to who should be appointed 
Junior Vice Commandcr oecasioned some debate, 
but it was finally settled by the choice of Judge 
Walter Q. Gresham of the C. 8S. Court. 

The other names presented were Gen. J. Mason 
Loomis, of Illinois, and Chas. Devens, of Massachu- 
setts, and Surgeon-General Brown, of the Navy. 
Various questions were referred to committees and 
settled on their report without debate, and Com- 
pavion Wm. C. Church was installed as member of 
the Council. Aside from the choice of officers, no 
matters of general importance were considered. In 
the evening the Commandery of the State of Penn- 
syivania beld its quarterly meeting, at the Union 
League, and after the meeting the members of the 
Commandery-in-Chief ard of the Pennsylvania

Engineering Science Competent to Defend Our Seaboard

land would Not Go to War Over the Fisheries Because 
she Already Once Substantially Conceded the Cor- 
rectness of Our Point of View. 

“In the first place,” the Secretary is reported as 
saying emphatically, “‘ there will be no conflict be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain. In all 
the discussions over the Canadiau question a most 
vital and salient point has been ignored. Our posi- 
tion is right. It has onoe been substantiaily ad- 
mitted.by the British Government.” 

Next a statement was made of the gelative popu- 
lation and wealth of the two countries as follows:

On the authority of Gen. Newton the Seoretary 
stated that so far as our harbors are concerned, 
“ for the first time in thedevelopment of the moderna 
art of war, the engineer has solved with mathemat- 
ical certainty, the problem of closing harbors against 
hostile ships, so that the sole question in every case 
would be whether the importance of the place 
would justify the cost.” The strength of the active 
militia of Canada was given as 37,346 and contrasted 
with the 57,062 in the States slong the Canadian bor- 
der. As to the possible use of the canals by the Ea- 
glish Navy the Secretary says: ‘‘ Her only access to 
the great lakes is through canals, and the locks would 
be blown up by us within a week after war bad been 
declared. [ talked with Gen. Sheridan on this sub- 
ject a year or more ago, and he made special inves- 
tigation and got all the necessary data; and what | 
havesaid is what he said to me after iovestigation. 
These canals only take small boats—they would be 
of no great consequence if they should get through 
—but we should be able to hold and destroy the line 
of access of to the great lakes without doubt." Next 
he presented a tabulated statement of the amount 
of British commerce exposed to the depredations of 
privateers, showing an aggregate of 2£642,91!,- 
213, or over three thousand millions in our money. 
Secretary Whitney referred to the experience of the 
recent English naval manceuvres to prove the im- 
possibility of checking the depredations of cruisers, 
and drew from them also the lesson of the effi isncy 
of the defence of ports. He concluded with a tab- 
ular comparison of the tonnage and speed of the 
cruisers built and building in England and the 
United States, saying finally: “ With the vessels in 
course of construction finished we certainly could 
make a good show against England. It is bumili- 
ating that we have no fighting ships, but they will 
come in good time. We havea highly trained body 
of officers and men in our naval service, and we are 
organized perfectly. We know from day to day 
where every one of their ships is, we bave complete 
data as to their characteristics, and shortly we will 
have ships.” For bow much of this interview the 
Secretary is responsible it is impossible to say. The 
careful citation of statistics and the presentation of 
elaborate tables basa suspicious air, especially a 
the gentleman signing his name to the report is an 
enterprising correspondent, who has the reputation 
of unusual ability in elaborating a few statements 
into an exhaustive “interview.”

ARMY RIFLE PRACTICE. 


WE publish this week the order (G. O. No. 73) 
announcing the results of the recent rifle competi- 
tions at Fort Niagara. Of the twelve men securing 
places on the Army rifie team eight belong to the 
cavalry and three of those to the Second Cavalry, 
the Engineers take another, and the infantry the 
three left. In the comparison by departments, tak- 
ing the average for each competitor of the first 
twelve, Columbia leads with 510.2, and Missouri 
brings up the rear with 453.7. Texas has the 
largest proportion making 80 per cent, at known dis- 
tances, Viz., 44.5 per cent.; Arizona,the least, 12 per 
cent. In skirmish firing Columbia takes the lead with 
83.3 per cent. making 30 per cent., and Missouri 
comes last with 12.9 per cent. The divisions follow 
in this order in known distance firing: Missouri, 
Atlantic, Pacific; in skirmish firing these positions 
are exactly reversed, the order being Pacific, Atlan- 
tic, Missouri. The comparison of the four annual 
competitions shows a much greater improvement 
in skirmish firing than in that at known distances, 
the Army team exhibiting an inerease from 50 per 
cent. to 100 per cent. in those making 30 per cent. 
of the highest possible score. Inthe departments 
the increase has been from 21.2 per cent. to 33 per 
cent.,and in the divisions from 32.2 per cent. to 74. 
Twenty-one marksmen are this year transferred to 
the distinguished class representing the various 
arms in the following proportions: Cavalry, seven; 
of which the Second Cavalry has three; artillery 
three; infantry ten, and the engineers one. 

It may perhaps be found that with careful and 
thorough training during the winter months, a re- 
duction in time devoted to rifle practice might be 
made without lowering the standard of proficiency. 
There is undoubtedly force in the recommendation 
made that after a certain time has been spent in 
preliminary instruction and some practice has beer 
had on the range, every shot fired should be 
counted in determining figures of merit and indi- 
vidual relative standing. The names of distin- 
guished marksmen who win placeson the Army 
team should be placed in the Army Register, as are 
those of the winners of the Nevada Trophy, and 
with even more reason, since, under the present 
regulations, distinguished marksmen are debarred 
from all competitions, or from winning fuvther hon- 
ors in a field wherein they have distinguished them- 
selves. 

The present system of instruction and practice in 
rifle firing, conducted; as it is, over familiar ranges, 
and at practically known distances, might also be 
expanded in the interests of efficiency. Tactical 
units, as well as individuals, should be drilled and 
practiced in the modes of action required upon the 
battlefield. Our present manual has accomplished 
much, but. it is too purely elementary. The appoint- 





ment of a Board for their revision is a practical 
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acknowledgement that our present tactics are ob- 
solete and the manual of rifle firing is certainly in- 
complete ; neither would find application in time 
of war. Is it not well to discard continued firing, 
after a certain standard of proficiency has been 
attained, at targets A and B and QO, the “‘ barn- 
door,” William Tell, or Robin Hood targets, and 
substitute properly placed figure targets at abso- 
lutely unknown distances, the firing to be both from 
a fixed and movable basis and tue targets also sus- 
ceptible of being moved. The manual is called a 
manual for both rifle and carbine, but, practically, 
after the standard of marksmanship has been at- 
tained, it is for tne rifle solely. The mounted 
service should be allowed opportunity for training 
in the use of its special and distinctive weapons, the 
carbine and the revolver, the several arms of the 
Service being required to make themselves proficien: 
in their own peculiar weapon and mode of action. 

Now that the competitions for the year are com- 
pleted and the target year is drawing to a close, it 
would seem to be opportune to revive the subject of 
including revolver practice in the Army curriculum. 
Referring to the letter from the Adjutant General’s 
Office, appearing in the Journal of July 14, page 
1019, and which was in answer to several requests 
for such competition, it will be seen that the only 
objection made to them was on the score of the ne- 
cessity of delay to secure uniformity in their con- 
duct. It is therefore reasonable to suppose that a 
General Order on the subject will be issued in sea- 
son for another year. It is known that the estab- 
lishment of revolver practice is strongly urged by 
General Crook and others, and certainly no man is 
more competent to determine its value than the dis- 
tinguished soldier who commands the Division of 
the Missouri. We understand that General Crook 
puts himself squarely upon record as favoring 
modifications of the system of rifle practice adopted 
in 1885, believing that practical experience of three 
years of work has demonstrated a necessity tor 
change to meet the requirements. 

Our readers will recall the discussion on the sub- 
ject of the choice between the sabre and the re 
volver as the weapon for mounted troops, which 
was instituted several years ago by a letter from the 
General commanding the Army, General Sherman, 
asking that officers would express their opinions 
through our columns. Whatever any one may think 
as to the results of that controversy, it is undeniable 
that the argument for the revolver is a very strong 
one. It was used with effect in the Crimean war in 
a number of iustances and tho illustrations of its 
value during our great war are too numerous to 
repeat. The Confederates allowed the individual 
soldier to use whichever weapon de felt most confi- 
dence in. ‘* Careful training would produce cavalry 
that could fire with great accuracy,” says Denison, 
‘* with their revolvers at full speed, and as it will 
be readily admitted that horsemen intended for 
charging in the future must be thoroughly well 
drilled, there is no reason why this should not form 
an important portion of their instruction.” Cer- 
tainly, if the revolver is to continue to form part of 
the armament of our Army those who are expected 
to handle it should in some way be trained to do 
so. There is a great lack of confidence felt in this 
weapon, simply because there is no proper training 
in its use and our soldiers are ignorant of its capa- 
bilities. Why can we not have a series of revolver 
competitions, conducted at different points and 
under different regulations, to enable us to ascertain 
what is the best system of revolver training to 
adopt for the Army? These contests might be held 
at the same time with the annual rifle competitions. 
They would in no way detract from the interest 
felt in the rifle competitions and would, indeed, 
rather enhance it. We might have matches between 
the rifle, carbine and pistol, which would be valu- 
able for comparison. The location of the new post 
at Chicago, Fort Sheridan, affords an admirable 
opportunity to establish a well equipped range for 
Army competitions such as this. 

When the present manual of rifle and carbine fir- 
ing was published, it contained a number of plates 
showing and describing firing positions assumed in 
standing, kneeling, sitting and a great variety of 
lying-down positions. These were all interesting 
and many were valuable. Since 1885, however, 
scores of target cranks and experts have evolved in. 
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dividual positions and peculiar metkods of manipu- | intelligently support his efforts.” After giving an 


lation of the rifle, aud they have, in competition, 
demonstrated the practical value of these positions 
and methods. They ought to be photographed and 
plates should be added to a new edition of Manual 
of Rifle and Carbine Firing, when issued. Other- 
wise, others will lose the benefit of a knowledge of 
these positions and methods, for many of the ex- 
perts, through discharge, death, etc., carry their 
processes away with them. Plates illustrative of the 
best positions for revolver firing should also be 
added to the manual. 








SMALL CALIBRE PROJECTILES. 


ANALYZING the recent trial of the Maxim gun in 
comparison with infantry fire, the Horse Guards 
Gazette says: ‘‘ At 1,070 yards the percentage of 
hits was very much in favor of the rifles, and some- 
thing more than an acciceat to the gun’s training- 
gear is necessary to account for the small number 
of hits recorded for it. An explanation will, proba- 
bly,-be found in the fact that correction of range is 
a much more difficult operation in the case of artil- 
lery—and a machine-gun must for scientific pur- 
poses be so classed—than for infantry, It requires 
lung training of a special kind in which only artil- 
lery officers are at present proficient, and the gun 
in this case was manipulated by an infantry heu- 
tenant. Whatever may have been the cause of 
comparative inaccuracy at the first stage was 
speedily corrected afterwards, until at the extreme 
distance there was a difference of 63.60, as against 
43.88 per cent. of hits in favor of the gun. At this 
range, however, only 250 rounds were got off from 
the mitrailleur, while the rifles fired 335, so that 
either rapidity would seem to have been sacrificed 
for the sake of accuracy, or smoke must have hung 
longer in frent of the ganner than it did before the 
riflemen. As to the necessity for special training 
on the part of any person who handles the Maxim 
gun, there is emphatic evidence in the report 
furnished by Major Mecham, the District Inspector 
of Musketry, who also lays stress on the importance 
of a smokeless powder for such weapons. Espe- 
cially in the defence of positions he adds valuable 
testimony; but, on the other hand, he apparently 
agrees with a view often expressed by us that no 
kind of machine-gun can ever supersede or even 
lessen the utility of infantry fire. It 1s a splendid 
auxiliary weapon, but nothing more, and the sooner 
we adopt a system of tactics based on that supposi- 
tion the better. The most conclusive evidence 
against rifles of small calibre is furnished by an 
officer who watched the effect produced at the butts. 
Lieutenant Addington reports that at 1,900 yards 
the bullets from the rifle fell with little energy as 
compared with those from the gun (M. H. ammuni- 
tion). Many of the bullets picked up were almost 
perfect in shape. The wind carried whole volleys 
clear of the position. This is a very serious objec 
tion, and one that seems to have been quite over- 
looked by advocates of the small-bore. The force 
of gravity tells when that of powder is beginning to 
be exhausted, and the energy with which a bullet 
falls is its own weight multiplied by the square of 
the distance, and plus what remains of the initial 
velocity. This weight of metal must be of great 
importance at long ranges, and for machine guns, 
therefore, light projectiles would be obviously un- 
desirable; but difference of ammunition is a still 
more serious drawback, and in view of this fact 
tacticians will probably bold that we have been 
somewhat premature in yielding so readily to the 
craze for small calibre.” 





Our Naval Bureau of Intelligence receives a most 
flattering notice from the London Army and Navy 
Gazette which, in its issue of Oct. 9, devotes over a 
column to describing its operations, commending 
its methods and urging their adoption for the British 
Service. Speaking of the publications of the Bur- 
eau, the Gazette says: ‘‘ Taking all or any of the 
annuals treating of naval matters published in Eng- 
lish, French, Germah, Austrian, Italian, Spanish or 
Brazilian, there is none to compare for thorough- 
ness with these volumes; the greatest care and 
jadgment is so evidently bestowed upon them, that 
they undoubtedly reflect the utmost credit on Lieu- 
tenant Rodgers, the able Chief of the Intelligence

account of these volumes, which have already been 

noticed here, it says farther: ‘‘ Important as these- 
special articles undoubtedly are, they form but the 
prelude to the painstaking and exhaustive review 

which follows of the general 1ecord of progress by 

every nation in every subject connected with naval 

affairs. Each nation’s naval policy, as officially 

stated, is here briefed, with the new vessels proposed 
or laid down and their particulars and price, the 
vessels launched or making progress, and the trips 

or essays of such as have been tried during the year. 

Descriptions and trials of machinery follow, and 
there are papers on improvements in ordnance and 

in small arms. A paper on the subject of high ex-. 
plosives and high-explosive proj -ctiles;contains some 

very instructive information; and one on the trans— 
portation of torpedo boats by rail gives some curious. 
details on this subject of French and Russian trials 
which have been successful. Altogether, this com- 
plete and interesting annual forms a welcome addi~ 
tion to our stock of naval literature. Our neces 
sarily brief description of its contents can give but- 
a limited idea of the amount or value of the infor- 

mation it contains. We have endeavored in vaip to. 
find a mistake in its statement of facts, which i= 
more than can be said for any similar publication 

of this nature; and while it is- highly creditable te. 
to the department from which it is issued, we must 

not forget also to award praise to the Government 
which takes such infinite pains to keep its officers 

apprised of what is going on elsewhere in their pro~ 

fession.” We take great pleasure in transferring to 
our colamns this well deserved commendation of 

the administration of this most useful adjunct of 
our Naval Service. 








THE recent naval mancuvres, says the London 
Times, have probably done more to demonstrate 
the exact part which torpedo boats will play in 
future warfare than any previous experiments. 
They have clearly proved that the first-class boats 
as at present constructed are seaworthy and safe in. 
bad weather. They have, however, shown that 
the wear and tear to the officers and crew, when at 
sea for a lengthened period, produce an amount of 
exhaustion which is a matter of serious moment. 
For this reason, and also in consequence of the 
difficulty experienced in obtaining a supply of coal 
and water, great doubt is thrown on the desirability 
of boats of this class accompanying an attacking 
fleet a considerable distance from the base of sup~ 
plies. Moreover, the movements of the large ves- 
sels are hampered by the necessity of protecting 
the torpedo boats themselves. The case is, of 
course, entirely altered as regards second-class tor~ 
pedo boats, which are designed for being hoisted oa 
the deck of the vessel to which they are attached. 
For taking part with a defending force, however, 
the first-class boats have proved themselves to be 
of the utmost utility, and in this respect there is 
no doubt that within the last few months they have 
risen greatly in the estimation of naval authorities _ 





The Resistance has been towed in‘o harbor from. 
St. Helen’s and berthed in the tidal basin, and the 
fact that it has not been necessary to dock her ie 
held to prove that her skin was not damaged by the 
recent shell experiments. A hundred yards of can- 
vas were used in covering the seres upon her sides 
from observation, so that it is impossible to sea the 
extent to which she suffered externally. Internally 
she is said to be an entire wreck from the repeated 
explosions. All the bulkheads have been carried 
away, and in many places the gundeck has been 
sprung. In actual war under a similar bombard~ 
ment the fighting decks would have been converted 
into shambles. Now that the effect of shell burst ~ 
ing between decks has been practically ascertained , 
the Resistance is to be prepared with the object of 
determining the best way of keeping out projectiles 
Modern bunkers will be built along the side and 
filled with coal, divided in some instances with thin, 
sheets of metal. 








GENERAL MERRITT's scheme of marking the mem~- 
bers of the Army with stars would be universally 
approved, provided our officers could receive proper 
assurance that they would be permitted to carry 
their stars where Genera! Merritt wears bis, 
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FRANCE seems to be the first Government to prac- 
tically test a submarine torpedo boat of its own con- 
struction, the Gymnotus, designed by M. Zede, 
director of naval construction, and built under the 
supervision of 1st Assistant Engineer Romazetti, 
having been placed in the water at the arsenal of 
Toulon the last week in September. L’ Avenir Mili- 
taire of Sept. 29 gives the dimensions and character 
of the craft as follows: She is 167% feet in length 
by 6 feet in extreme breadth between perpendicu- 
Jars. Her ascent and descent in the element are 
effected by the expulsion or reception of water bal- 
last in tanks used for that purpose, and the susten- 
tation of an internal atmosphere depends upon 
reservoirs of compressed air. Her movement upon 
a horizontal plane is actuated by an ordinary rud- 
der, while ber movement up or down is governed 
by hinged rudders attached to her rear sides. The 
usual small dome-shaped cupola of glass, about 14 
dnches in diameter, used for observation purposes, 
is fixed in her upper desk. Her motor is a Krebs 
electric battery of 50 horse power, compressed air 
operating her internal functions. An officer, navi- 
gafor, and two mechanicians compose her orew. 
She is designed to pass under the hull of an enemy 
and attach an explosive cartridge to her bilge, which 
is €o be fired at a safe distance by electrivity. Upon 
the occasion of her launch, which was in the pres- 
ence of the Port Admiral and his staff, the public 
were forbidden access.

rank. No oneshould be ashamed to be called lieu 
tenant, and this thing of ‘mistering’ an officer, 
when he should be called by bis proper rank, is 
putting it on too thiok. The practice should be 
broken up.”

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WHAT CAUSES.? 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

THERE seems to be a great deal of floundering 
about among the “quid nuncs” as to why soldiers 
desert from ‘‘the best paid, best fed and best cloth- 
ed army iv the world.” 

Those who are farthest removed and have the 
least knowledge of the life of the soldier, have been 
applying their homeopathic doses for years with- 
out effect. 

Every man who has dilated on the subject has a 
hobby (and we may have ours) which he rides to 
the finish and finds he bas lost the race. 

One autbority conceived the brilliant and far reach- 
ing 10ea that a board toinvestigate the cause, “after 
the bird bad flown,” might be the means of suggest- 
ing a remedy; but even the inspiration of exalta- 
tion has failed. 

The great care enjoined on recruiting officers to 

et the very best men who apply to “wear the 

rmy blue,” has not improved the matter. We still 
get drunkards, tramps and ruvaways, with some- 
times aliberal sprinkling of good men who “wea- 
ther the storm,” and are “faithful to the end.” 

The deferred settlement of clothing accounts of 

recruits has no influence on the “skipping” tend- 
ency. 
The scheme for monthly payments gives monthly 
drunks, disorders and trials instead of bimonthly 
trouble; as one company commander remarks 
—‘“‘too much money for a drunk and too little to 
save”; but it may have the good (?) effect of in- 
creasing the pay department. 

We punish men for drunkenness, and almost 
every post is furnished witb all facilities for making 
men drunk. There was once an order prohibiting 
the sale of intoxicating liquor at wailitary posta. It 
bae long since, in many places, become a dead letter. 
The bappy and timely diseovery was made that 
beer and wives were not intoxicants. 

In too many cases there is ove kind of discipline 
for the officer and another for the enlisted man ; the 
offences of the latter seldom escape the lex talionis 
of the Court-martial, but offences of the same or 
similar character in the former are often condoned 
or passed hghtly by. 

We once heard a commanding officer say: “Regu- 
lations are made for 2d lieutenants and enlisted 
men,”’ and observation conviuces one that some 
company commanders and commanding officers are 
not so strictly bound. The result is, that in scarcely 
any two regiments or any two posts 1s the enforce- 
ment of disvipline or the observance of regulations 
uniform. A cbange in commanding officers may 
sometimes be followed by an increase of 100 per 
cent. in desertions inside of six months; but the 
critical inspector rarely probes beneath the surface, 
and vther causes are hunted up to account for the 
exodus. 

There are companies where the men are treated 
with kindness and consideration, and kept under 
good discipline more by the stimulus of pride than 
fear of punisbment, and from which desertions are 
of rare occurrence. There are others where the sol- 
dier is nagged, badgered, “ howled at’ and kept 
under a system of espionage until his life becomes 
aburden. He either bears the ills he has, waiting 
for the end of his term, or if that be too long, folds 
his blanket and “silently steals away,” realizing 
that if caught he will have a better time at “ hotel 
de Leavenworth ” than in the company. 

Even under our system of recruitment, as it 
exists, it is difficult to keep the Army up to its max- 
imum strepveth, and, as one reeruiting officer ex- 
pressed it, ‘‘to take none but the rural, upright, in- 
telligent young men of well-known good character 
and bigh standing, would result in closing three- 
fourths of recruiting offices." Do officers’ sone en- 
list in the ranks, learn something of the bardsbips, 
trials und temptations of a soldier’s life and work 
their way up to a commission through: merit ? 

The desertions will continue. The spasms of re- 
form will not stop it; the Sverty of uniform 
will not check it; shirt collars, white helmets, 
spring bunks, mattras-es, sheets and pillows have no 
appreciable effect. Nor will the deep solicitude for 
the man in the guardhouse, not underzoing sentence, 
bring the sweet baim of contentment. All these 
thiogs are scarcely “drops in the bucket.” 

There is no affinity worthy the name, between the 
little Army and the great bodv of the people. There 
isscarcely one responsive chord that can be touched 
with any reciprocal effect. 

Even the “summer camps,” where old captains 
are taught bayonet exercise and instfucted in the 
“minor art of mimic war,” fail to enthuse the wond- 
ering rustic or the eager militiaman to the extent of 
wanting to “ take on.”’ 

The fact is, painful though it may be, the Arm 
is hardly American in its methods of business, ad- 
mivistration or discipline. 

The average citizen regards desertion as but little 
worse than enlistment. 

Con cares little and knows less about what is 
best for the military service, and its committees 
usually rely upon information from sources that 
judge the soldier “ from afar."’ 

Hence it is that the Army gets such a large ele- 
ment of worthless characters; hence it is that some 
men who join with good intentions become dis- 
gusted and desert. 

A few years ago, we believe, there was an exten- 
sive effort made to increase the pay of company and 
Tegimental non-commissioned officers—a measure 
that tended directly to encourage the enlistment of 
young men of pride, intelligence and good babits, 
and that would bave held out substantial rewards to 
the many faithful and deserving men then in the 
Service. This was a just proposition and would 
have soon made-a practical reduction in the de- 
sertion list. But we understand that it was referred 
to the Congressional Committees without even a mild 
peproval, and probably tbe wise legislators pigeon- 
holed it as another scheme for a Treasury grab. 

That there are remedies for this more than decim- 
ating evil of desertion there can be no question; but 
it is almost equally certain that such remedies will 
Not be applied in this generation. 

The cure of this evil will involve such a radical 
Teformation, such a sweeping reorganization, such 
deep and thorough cutting away of excrescences, 
4nd such tearing out and uprooting of relics tbat a 

ules would shrink from the task. BucKErsz. 


in an article on the Cavalry Recruitment in the 
Journal of the U. 8., Cavalry Association, Licut,- 
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Col. J. K. Mizner reaches the conclusion that the de- 

sertions from the Army are to be mainly attributed 
to want of character or inherent viciousness in the 
deserters themselves. This, he thinks, is the fault of 
the recruiting officers, and, so far as the cavalry is 
concerned, he says, while just claims for recruiting 
details in regular turn should be recognized, special 

fitness must have greater weight in determining 
which officers can be safely assigned to a duty of 
such vital importance to the best interests of the 
service. Recruiting parties should be composed of 
the most soldierly of men. A portion of the detail 
should frequently appear upon the public thorough- 
fares beyond the limits of the rendezvous, that the 
Army may be brought to the favorable notice of the 
people, and that the soldierly bearing, neat personal 
appearance, evident contentment and cheerful dis- 
position of these representatives, being observed, 
other good mer may be induced to join the service. 
The smaller towns and farming regions may occa- 
sionally be visited to advantage, as in euch places 
young men generally have some knowledge of 
horses, are well raised and acquire regular and in- 
dustrious habits. The intelligence, moral tone, for- 
mer occupation and character of the recruit as to 
stability becomes a matter for the investigation of 
the recruiting’ officer, who should also be satisfied 
that the applicant for enlistment has an earnest de- 
sire or decided preference for military life above 
other employments and has from vhoice an honest 
purpose in enlisting. No man who is not likely to 
make a good and acceptable soldier should be re- 
tained in service, and there is every reason why such 
undesirable men should be discharged before being 
sent to regiments, instead of being retained to be- 
come a burden to the service and a needless expense 
to the Government. A discussion followed Colonel 
Mizner’s suggestive paper, participated in by Gen- 
eral Merritt, Colonel Sumner, Dr. Woodhull, Lieut.- 
Colonel, M. D.; Lieut. Tompkins, Lieut, Swift and 
others. General Merritt favored marking officers 
and men with a star or stars, which might be so 
placed as to indicate the points at which pressure 
should be applied to prevent bleeding to death in 
case of wound in battle or from aecident. Dr. Wood 

hull doubted the feasibility of requiring testimonials 
as to character from recruits. He said that 
Colonel Mizner’s suggestion of recruitimg parties 
visiting the country is in the direct line of improve 

ment and has been advised by others; and a few 
months ago the Adjutant-General informed bim 
that experiments would be made, then the char- 
acter of the men could be known, and through this 
knowledge of their families there might be better 
control. He believes great improvement would 
result if recruiting was more regular. It 
should be comparatively easy for the central au- 
thority to arrange for a steady flow of enlistments 
throughout the year, reference being had to the 
well established variatious that the seasons cause. 
The deficiency of the bread ration was an evil that 
should be corrected. Jefferson Barracks was de- 
scribed as a distributing centre of typhoid fever. 
When the law requiring the mounted recruits to be 
assembled at Fort Riley takes effect, these men, 
then at a healthful post, with the example of the 
trained troops of the cavalry and artillery school 
under their daily observation, should be more easily 
moulded into efficient soldiers. 








RETIREMENT AT FORTY-FIVE AND FIFTY. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

You invite anu expression of opinion as to the ad- 
visability of applying to Congress for an extension 
of the retired list of the Army to include captains of 
25 years of service and 50 years of age, and lieu- 
tenants of 21 years of service and 45 years of age. 
There appears to me several objections to the in- 
crease of the retired list beyond what the present 
laws permit. In the first place, the list is large for 
the size of our Army, and its extension would create 
opposition in Congress, which is getting somewhat 
dissatisfied at the numerous schemes submitted by 
discontented officers. Among the ple at large, 
the sight of persons in vigorous health, whose only 
claim to the bounty of Government is a service of 
21 or 25 yearsinthe Army at fair pay would cause 
dissatisfaction, and create objevtions to the retired 
list in any form, and finally result in legisiation to 
the detriment of the whole retired service. A man 
at 45 years of age, if not disabled by wounds or 
otherwise, is supposed to bein his prime, and 
sbould have too much pride to look to the bounty 
of the Government for bissupport. It isunfortuoate 
that an officer should findhimself a lieutenant at 45 
years of age; but be was aware of that probability 
when accepting his commission. The present slow- 
ness of promotion is partly due to the large num- 
ber of appointments in 1866 and 1867. The number of 
officers of 21 years service iu one grade is rapidly di- 
minishiog in the higher grades, and it will soon ex- 
tend to the Captains, and finally to the lieutenants. 
With the present laws io force, the average normal 
length of service to the grade of captain is about 16 
years—to major 27 years—co lieut. colonel 31 years— 
to colonel years—leaviog an average length of 
service of six years in the grade of colonel, before 
retirement, to appointments to e of 2d lieu- 
tenant of 23 years of the West Point average. 
The normal condition will not, however, be reached 
for several years.

A SOLDIERS FRATERNITY. 


Tue Washington correspondent of the New York 
World says: The project devised by Major William 
Howard Mills, formerly of the Fourteenth U. 8. 
lof., for the formation of a fraternity of ali the 
surviving soldiers of the late wur, both Union and 
confederate, and the erection of a N ational military 
memorial building in Washington, is vot only at- 
racting the attentioa of the ex-soldiers but of both 
houses of Congress. [tis pro that the surviv- 
ors agree to constitute themselves a body corpo 
vy. the name and title of “The Miltary Order of 

nited Sous of America,” with the usual corpora- 
tive powers. 

The avowed object of the order will be to perfect 
the “frateroization of Appomattox,” perpetuate 
the memories of the dead, strengthen the renewed 
bonds of union between the States, educate their 
children so as to forever insure the nation from the 
perils of another civil war, and, for pur fra- 
ternal, charitable, loyal and historical, but in uo 
sense political, the ereotion of a building at the 
National capital that shall be a suitable monument 
to the valor, patriotism and fidelity of the Amer- 
ican soldier and sailor from the days of George 
Wasbington, and the establishment of a war mus- 
eum and a soldiers’ and sailors’ library. 

The order is to consist, first, of the men who were 
regularly enlisted or mustered ino eitber of the con- 
tending armies during the war; second, of the sons 
who have reached a required age; third, of such 
patriotic citizens as desire to cootribute to the 
success of the order. One-half of all admission fees 
aod fixed dues from members are to goto a build- 
ing fund to be used,. first, for the erection of the 
memorial until completed, then for the creation of 
the war museum and er 

Congress is to be asked for a petual charter 
and mission to erect the buildings upon one of 
of the public reservations in Washington. The 
following representatives in Congress have written 
letters beartily favoring the project: 8. V. White, 
of New York; preseutatives Thomas, of Wiscon- 
sin; Hor kins of Illinois; Holman, of lodiava; Alle 
of Mivhizan; Townshend, of Illinois; (Chairman o 
the House Military committee); Morrill, of Kansas; 
Henderson, of Illinois; Carutb, of Kentucky; Hook- 
er, of Mississipp1; Morrow, of Calitornia; Tim Camp- 
bell, of New York, and Houck of Tennessee.

COMPANY DRILLS IN THE N. Y. GUARD. 


Co. B. llth N. Y., Capt. Rankin, assembled for 
drill on Tuesday, Oct. 2. This company turned out 
26 men for drill outof 80 men on the roll. The com- 
pany was duly formed by the sergeant and turped 
over to the captafh and ordered to go through the 
inspection, When the arms of a compuny are in. 
spected it is always done with fixed bayonets, which 
in this case was not done. A number of the men did 
not know how to handle their pieces for inspection, 
and that ceremony was poorly done. The men should 
stand at attention. In the rear, open order, some ot 
the men in the rear rank did not look to the right 
and dress. ln the marching by the column of fours 
the men did not dress or the fours keep distance. 
The men showed a lack of snap and precision. The 
command was turned over to the lieutenant, who, 
in giving his commands, did not give them loud 
enough to be understood, and in many movements 
his commands were given while in the rear of the 
company and were pot understood by the men, 
snd in marching company front, double rank, the 
command was given to the rear, march, and in exe 
cuting theorder the men were thrown into confusion. 
It would have been better if the command was given, 
fours rigbt or lefs about. In marcbing in column 
of fours, leftin front, the leading guides marched 
on the wrong flank and there was no corrections in 
the mistakes in the drill, and in the movements the 
men marched too close and did not cover, and the 
same fault was manifest with the file closers. In 
marching in column of fours one or more men did 
not execute the proper commands, at which the 
rear sergeant left his place and went into the ranks 
and struck one of the privates. If this is one of the 
ways to enforce discipline it should be stopped at 
once, and a non-commissioned officer who cannot 
control his temper bad better leave the service at 
once, instead of being aliowed to return to the com- 
pany. The lieutenant who had charge of the com- 
pany during the drill should bave placed the ser- 
geant under arrest. This is the only instance of this 
kind we have noticed, and, it is hoped, will be the 
last. When the officer is dressing the company he 
should not stand by the side of the guide ard give 
the command to dress, but two yards on his flank. 
The manual of arms was poorly executed, and the 
men should gc through the manual by motion. In 
stacking arms some of the men did not know how 
to do it properly, and at the command, take arms, 
some of the men came to acarry instead of an order. 
There is entirely too much talking in the ranks, and 
there was a lack of discipline. This is one of those 
companies that were in camp during the summer, 
and from their manner of drilling they either did 
notJearn anything there or forgot it, and it is a 
question wbether the State receives any benefit from 
their enlistment. Men who will not pay ed atten- 
tion to their drillsshould be dropped from the rolls. 
The men went through all the manceuvresin a man- 
ner which showed that there was no attention paid 
to the motions, and they marched in anything buta 
military manner. But little attentiou was paid to 
the equipments of the men. 


Co. F, 12th Regt.,Capt.W. H. Murphy, assembled for 
tbeir usual weekly drill on the evening of Oct. 12, 
the captain, 2d lieutenant, and 35 men being present 
for duty. The lieutenant took charge the fore part 
of the evening, and drilled the company in various 
exercises in the school of the company, which were 
executed in a very creditable manner, and demon- 
strated careful instruction, which had not been 
lost on the men, who are intelligent and desirous of 
learning. There were a few minor and common 
errors made, bat after practice and a little more 
care these trifles can easily be overcome. The act- 
ing 1st sergeant was rather long in forming the 
company, and seemed to experience some difficulty 
in sizing the men and in getting them to count off 
properly. The manual during the evening was 
very well performed, but at the command halt the 
men brougbt their pieces to a carry a little too pre- 
vious. The marchin double time was very good, 
the distance, alignment, and step being excellent. 
In marchivg column of fours, arms ata carry, when 
the command left front into line, double time, was 
given, the leading four did not briug their pieces to 
a right shoulder with the rest of the company, as 
they should have done, but waited until nearly all 
the fours bad taken their places in line. In forming 
double rank from single rank, column of fours, sev- 
eral ranks closed to faving distance, instead of halt- 
ing at 32 inches from the rank pr ing. “In wheel. 
ing at the command halt the guide on the marcbing 
flank should not halt with the company, but con- 
tinue the march to the perpendicular where the 
commandant establishes the line of dress. Thecap- 
tain later took command of the company. The 
loadings and firings were well executed, but the 
guides should not fall back at the command load, 
but at the command fire by company, or file, etc.. 
asthe case may be. At the conclusion of the firing, 
in one instance, the commandant failed to give the 
command “posts.”” We observed little or no talk- 
ing in the ranks and no spitting on the floor, The 
distance and alignments in marching were as a gen- 
eral rule well kept, and in the oblique movements 
especially. At i rest the men staid there. 
The company will no doubt perfect itself in what 
little remains-to be done: --Ft will not be the fault of 
the instructors if it doesn’t. .

Thomas H. McGrath, inspecting officer, attended to 
all the duties himself and should bave been assisted 
by other officers. It took three hours to inspect the 
entire command. Duwiing the inspection the men 
should stacd atattention, but many of the men stood 
in a careless position, and at roll call the men at sup- 
port arms, a number of the men did not present a 
good appearance. There were a large number of 
new men, or men that did not attend drill, betore 
the inspection. At the inspection, after the inspect- 
ing officer had inspected the heutenants, they came 
to about face and stood at parade rest, and some as 
in orderarms. They should stand at iv place rest. 
Oue officer at the command, close order, march, 
came to about face and stood in front of bis com- 
pany. At that command he should have taken his 
positiou in the rear of the company in the line of 
file closers. There is an evident lack of discipline iu 
the regiment and a want of harmony among the 
officers. After the inspection a number of the com- 
missioned officers presented their resignations to the 
colonel. If the regiment is to be kept up it should 
be quartered in a better loeality. Every effort 
should be made to enforve disciplinein the com- 
mand. As it is now, there will be but few more in- 
spections. Some of the companies are below the 
number required by law, and, as it cannot recruit 
the number to its requirements, they should be con- 
solidated or merged into other organizations. ithe 
inspection shows that the regiment is varrving a 
large number of indifferent material. If men can- 
not turn out for drillsand inspection they should be 
dropped from the rolls for the good of the service.

MILITIA FOR PRISON GUARDS. 


__ Brig. Gey. R. H. Orton, Adjutant General of Cal 

ifornia, recommends that the State Prison Guards be 
made part of the National Guard, as unattached 
companies, and the officers be commissioned by the 
Governor. The warden should be commissioned as 
colonel, and the other officers with suitable rank. 
They should havea proper uniform, and it should 
be worn at all times on duty—both by officers and 
men—better discipline would be enforced and the 
guard made more effective. It would be well if hon- 
orably discharged guardsmen of long experience, 
and also ex-members of the Army, should be given 
recognition in this respect. They would make a 
most efficient corps of guards, and certainly be 
pom to keep good order and discipline if any bedy 
could. 





CALIFORNIA. 


THE results of the annual muster and inspection 
of the N. G. of California held in July last appear~ 
in G. O. No. 18, dated Sacramento, Sept. 5. The 
average for the Ist Brigade was 66.93 per cent.; 2d 
Brigade, 71.42; 3d Brigade, 63.57; 5th Brigade, 82.19;

The inspector’s reports upon the annual muster 
rolls show that two companies were excellent in 
discipline, 41 good, 10 fair, one (Co. A, 7th Lof.), poor. 
In military appearance seven were excellent, 12 
fair, and the remaining 32 good. The arms and 
otber properties were tound in excellent condition 
in seven companies, fair in 12 companies, poor in six, 
positively *“* bad ” in one (Co. F, 3d Inf.), and good in 
the remaining 27 companies. Cv. C, 2d Art., had the 
largest per cent. present, and Co. F, Ist Art., the 
lowest. The following companies paraded more 
than 90 per cent.: Co. C, 2d Art., 97.01 per cent.; Co. 
A, Ist Inf., 94.66 per cent.; Co. G, Ist Lnf., 94.52 per 
cent.; and Co. C, Ist Inf., 90.14 per cent. The fol- 
lowing companies paraded with Jess than 50 per 
cent. of their membership: Co. A, 7th Inuf., 43.33 per 
cent. ; Co. G, Ist Art., 43.10 per cent.; Co. B, 3d Inf., 
35.44 per cent.; and Co. F, Ist Art., 32.29 per cent. 
The following companies paraded with less than 32 
rank and file, and under section 2020, Political Code, 
are liable to muster out of the State service, viz.: 
Co. B, 3d Inf., 28; Co. A, 7th Inf., 26; Co. G, Ist Art., 
25; upd Co. F, lst Art., 20. Capts. Kennedy, Hall, 
and Carson, and Lieut. Chapman are required to 
report the reasons why. The total membership of 
the N. G. C. is 4,052. 

The Adjutant-General has found it necessary to 
issue au order (G. O., Sacramento, September 20, 
1888), censuring some members of the Guard for 
sympatbizing with and even assisting a mob calling 
itself a ‘** Committee of Safety or Vigilance Commit- 
tee,” which in the oy of Fresno on the 12th of 
August “marched tothe armory of Cos, Cand F, 
6th [nf., forcibly broke the locks on the gun racks, 
and teok possession of the arms intrusted to those 
companies, and, after parading the streets with 
them for an hour, returned them to the armory.” 

The order is rather an encouragement to this 
g1 08s violation of duty, insomuch as it deals witb it 
as an offence calling for nothing more than a wild 
suggestion of reproof. Every man who thus ne- 
glected his sworn duty should have atonce been 
brought to trial, and if found guilty summarily 
dismissed the Service, at the very least. This rose 
water treatment of the gravest of military offeuces 
will never do, Gen. Orton. It is useless for the 
Commander-in-Chief to rebuke the mena under his 
command for neglect of duty, when he is so forget- 
ful of the obligation which rests upon him, to 
maintain the discipline of the State troops, and to 
call to the severest account all who neglect their 
sworn duty to “maintain and defend the laws, and 
all officers employed in administering the sume.” 
That is an obligation whicb runs from the highest 
a lowest, and is equally binding npon each and 
all. 
The court consisting of (ol. Dickirson, Maj. Cut- 
ler and Capt. Huber, detailed to inquire into the 
charges against Capt. MacAlpine, of Co. D, 3d Inf. 
Regt., N. G. C., meton Wednesday evening, Sept. 
26. The investigation was postponed until Monday 
evening, Oct. 1. The court was convened at the re- 
quest of Capt. MacAlpine, who was anxious to dis- 
prove the charges against him in connection with 
the recent medal shoot at Shell Mound Park. 

Among the State militia authorities it has been 
urged that a corps of guides be established in con- 
nection with the National Guard. These guides 
would be entrusted with engineering work when 
the Guard is called into the field.

AN ANEUDOTE OF BRAXTON BRAGG. 


In an article in the North American Review of 
October, General Sherman says: 

“Looking back on the condition of favts in 1861 
we are simply amazed that such things could be. 
well remember when the merit of an Army officer 
was measured in the inverse ratio of the distance of 
bis birthplace from Fairfax Court House, and when 
Lieut. Braxton Bragg, in 1840, at Governor’s Island, 
New York Harbor, under orders for the Florida 
war, asked leave to go by land instead ol by sailing 
vessel to visit en route, and at his own expense, his 
eld, sick fatber, premised his written application 

thus: ‘Il was not lucky enough to be born in Vir- 
glam, but [ was born in a county of North Caro- 
ina, bordering on Virginia—and therefore I ask 
leave to proceed by land to Fiorida, etc., ete.’ Of 
course, he got prompt orders to embark at once 
with the first batch of recruits by seato St. Augus- 
tine. Again, on another occasion, at Fort Moultrie 
5. C., in 1845, the officers gave a Fourth of July ban- 
uet to the citizens, among them one Stewart of the 
barleston Mercury, the impersonation of the fire- 
eatipg secession class. With bim the United States 
of Awerica was the sovereign State of North Caro- 
lina, into which confederation he grnudgiugly ad- 
mitted Virginia with qualifications. Responding to 
his toast, be spoke most disrespectfully of North 
Carolina, and described it asa ‘strip of land lying 
between two States,’ viz., Carolina and Virginia. 
Bragg, who was present, was bound to resent this 
indignity to his pative State—high words aod a 
challenge passed—pistols for t wo, coffee for one the 
next morving—but Jobo F. Reynolds and I, from

ITEMS FROM THE ASIATIC STATION. 


Tue U.8. 8. Brooklyn is experiencing a series of 
misfortunes. She sailed from this port on the 4th 
inst., homeward bound, but on the 12th of August, 
off Hirado, just after she had left an anchorage iu 
Furuye Harbor, the forward web of the after crank 
broke sLort off, and the after webs of botb cranks, 
cracked, thus rendering the engine useless. For- 
tunately, as there was a bead wind, the Russian gun 
vessel Bobre, en route to Kobe, hove in sight, and 
towed the Brooklyn into Nagasaki. [t was, of 
course, imagined that she would bave been al!owed, 
under the circumstances, to make the best of her 
wuy toSan Francisco, but the naval authorities for 
some inscratable reason evidently desire ber pres- 
ence on the Atlantic Coast, for orders arrived at 
Nagasaki to-day ordering her to proceed home to 
New York, but out of respect to her crippled con- 
dition her route is changed, and sbe will go round 
= Horn instead of via the Cape of Good Hope. 

he Nichi Nichi Shimbun says: 

No official rt of the collision between the U. 8. 8. 
Juniata and H. I. J. M. 8. Iwaki kan, which occurred on the 
14th inst., at Chemulpo, bas yet been received by the author- 
ities, but from private advices recei we learn that a 
severe gale, accompanied with rain, occurred that after- 
noon, in consequence of which vessels in that rt made 
ready for emergencies. The wiod increasing from about 
ll Pp. M., both vessels, which were at anchor, were carried 
down the stream by the wind and tide. While attempting 
to drop her second anchor, the stern of the American vessel 
came in collision with the side of the Iwaki. As they were 
at anchor, the damage sustained by both vessels was not so 
great as to incapacitate them in any way, the Iwaki having 
a portion of her bulwarks and deck damaged and the 
Juniata sustaining some damage to ber stern above the rud- 
der. As there is no dock at Chemu!po it will im possible 
to repair her there, but whetber the Iwaki will be relieved 
Lf the Amagi is the question which is occupying the mind 
of the Naval Department. 

The Hiogo News of Saturday contaius the follow- 
ing sensational paragraph: . 

Toformation received bere yesterday states that the U. 8. 8. 
Juniata was run into while at anchor at Chemulpo bya 
Japavese man-of-war, and so badly damaged that the vessel 
had to be beached to prevent her sinking. We hear that the 
weather was foggy when the coilision happened, 

For the satisfaction of those who have friends on 
board the Juniata, we may state that we received 
yesterday (Aug. 26) a telegram from Admiral Chand- 
ler which says that the injuries to the Juniata, 
eaused by her beiug fouled by a Japanese corvette 
at Chemulpo, are not serious, only the Juniata's 

ibboom and lower boom being carried away. The 

iogo News paragraph is therefore grossly exag- 
gerated. As, bowever, our telegram 1s an official 
one, it my be taken for granted that it is correct, 
more espevially as it is in aceord with the earlier 
part of the native newspaper's account, namely 
that the vessels dragged their anchors and got foul 
of one another during a gale, in which case they are 
scarcely likely to have done one another any very 
serious damage. This is nut the firat collision be- 
tween Japanese and American men-of-war, as one 
occurred some years ago in the Kii Chanuel, be- 
tween, we think, the Alert and the Mikado’s yacht. 

Orders have been issued to Admiral Chandler, by 
the Secretary of the Navy, to hold another survey 
on the U. 8S. S. Monocacy to condemn her, after 
which she will be sold. Ove rather wonders at there 
being any necessity for having another board of 
survey ou ber, inasmuch as one was, by direction of 
the Secretary, held upon ber toontbs ago, when the 
ana of the repairs needed first came before the 
Department. However, we presume it is all accord- 
ing to order, although we cannot belp thinking that 
the offiviais at home have taken a very !ong while in 
making up their minds as to what they should do 








with her. It will, however, probably be the end of 
November before the sale is completed, and when 
the peunant is hauled down on the Monocacy, the 
last of the double enders, with the exception of the 
Tallapoosa, will bave disappeared from the lists of 
the American Navy. 

The U. 8.8. Essex sailed this afternoon (Aug. 17) 
for Chemulpo to relieve the Juniata, which has been 
ordered home. As the Marion has the Admiral's 
flag flying in her, it follows that thereis but one 
available cruising vessel in the American squadron, 
viz., the Essex, and in consequence of the absurd 
order to keep an Amerivan man-of-war continually 
at Chemulpo, that vessel will, we suppose, be sta- 
tioned at that out of the way place for the next few 
months, leaving Admiral Chandler without a ship 
tosend anpywhereon an emergency. It might be 
worth somebodv’s while in New York to trace the 
origin of this famous order. lt must bave been 
issued, one would think, either at the request of the 
Minister or of the missionaries, but both of them 
disown, we understand, any responsibility in con- 
nection with it.

A-MARE ISLAND correspondent writes: “Sergt. 
Jobo Carroll, U.8. Marine Corps, stationed here, 
lacks but a few months of completing 30 years’ ser- 
vice, fivein the Army and 25in the Marine Corps;
